BIG FAMILIES ARE 
HAPPIER, NEW STUDY 
INDICATES 


Fo? the first time, socio- 
logical research has given 
us a picture of  big-family 
life. One of America's lead- 
ing socjologists, Dr. James 
H. 8, Bossard of the Univér- 
pity of Pennsylvania, under- 
took a six-year study of 
farge families, and his re- 
port has just been published. 

Highlights of Dr. Boss- 
ard’s*work are reported in 
the July issue of Famjly Cir- 
cle Magazine, With Dr. Elea- 
nor Stoker Boll, he made an 
intensive study of 100 fam- 
ilies having from six to 16 


children, an average of 
nine). 
Living jn 23 states and 


representing many religious, 
economic and social back- 
grounds,/these families were 
considered a cross section of 
the United States popula- 
tion. 

Majority rules - In these 
big families, group co-oper- 
ation was more jmportant 
than catering to individuals. 

Meals were typcial of this 
pattern. In 73 of the 100 
families, meals were flatly 
standardized with no pro- 
vision for indjvidual tastes 
We ate what was set before 
us,” the children sajd. “If 
we didn’t like it, we kept 
quiet or went without,” Spe- 
cial dishes, if prepared at all, 
were served only during jll- 
nes or on doctor’s orders, 

Teamwork - The children 
in the study learned much 
about fair play, unselffish- 
mess, self-control, and other 
qualities helpful in getting 
along with others.
